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Contract talks 
loom for city 
employees

Upland’s 118 fulltime general employees, . 
excluding police and firemen, are currently facing 
the dual hurdle of pending contract negotiations for 
the present year and an election this month to 
decide who will represent them during bargaining. 

Only 35 of that number are members of the 
California League of City Employee Associations 
(CLOSEA), the Long Beach association reports. 

However, since the association became affiliated 
late last year with the AFL-CIO, “‘there was a real 
question in our mind who was representing the 
miscellaneous employees,” City Manager Lee 
Travers said. 

CLOSEA Regional Manager Bill Stromberg, who. 
advises Upland employees, said the union is not 
affiliated with the larger national union, and said 
the election was called by the city because CLOSEA 
asked to be named the exclusive bargaining 
representative when a wage proposal was made in 
the spring. 

He added that some employees saw that move as 
an opportunity to revive an independent employee 
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association, one that has not been active for at least 
a decade. 

Stromberg admitted Upland’s CLOSEA 
membership has been ‘‘consistently low.” 

However, ‘I have not as yet seen a big push to 
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get out of the union,” he said. ‘‘If they are 
displeased, they never voiced it to the organization,” 
during his own seven-year tenure representing 
Upland. 

Despite the fiscal year’s onset July 1, the city has 
made no formal wage proposal to its staff other than 
on non-monetary items, and has not made 
allowances in its budget for any raises, personnel 
director Mary Ann Reiss said. 

Upland Police Officers Association President Ed 


Gray said their contract talks have also stalled after 


city negotiators said to await the outcome of a 
clearer picture of state aid. The police have asked to 
address the City Council on that issue tonight. 

“They could at least meet and confer and give us 
an idea of what’s going on,”’ Bill Wall, a 
maintenance worker, said. 

Neither has the city adopted a final budget, and 
is expected to do so this month. Upland lost nearly 


$940,000 in aid from Sacramento, a hefty chunk out 
of its total estimated general fund revenues of 
around $10 million. Last year employees received 
7% percent wage increases, city officials said. 
wae been a horrendous year,” the city manager 
Wall is one of six employees named to an interim 
employee association board last week during an 
employee meeting attended by about 30 people. 


Decision delayed on halting clinic health care

After listening to the pleas of neighboring 
residents, the county Board of Supervisors held off a 
decision last week on stopping primary health care 
at a popular clinic in San Bernardino. 

e proposed service reduction at the Whitney 
Young Memorial Clinic, 1755 Maple St., was the 
most controversial plan among the series of public 
health reductions considered by the board. 

Louis Mahoney, county public health director, 
said the shutdown of primary health care services 
would provide the county with a net annual savings 
of $125,000 and was necessary because of the 
county’s tight budget for this fiscal year. 

Under his recommendation, the clinic would 
continue to provide preventive services, which 
accounted for 2,100 of the visits to the clinic in 1981- 
82. Primary care accounted for 6,300, or the bulk, of 
the visits that year. 
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Clinic, Mahoney said. Work is expected to be 
complete by next February, he added, suggesting 
that board might want to keep Whitney Young open 
for primary care until then. 

Residents and representatives of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) and the Urban League told the board that 
the Whitney Young Clinic is important to meeting 
the health care needs of San Bernardino’s black 
community. 

The need for the Whitney Young Clinic will not 
cease with the Casa Ramona expansion, they said. 

‘Whitney Young has helped us poor folk,” said 
Gwen Connor, a westside San Bernardino resident 
who helped open the clinic 10 years ago. 

She said fees are less expensive at the clinic than 
at the San Bernardino County Medical Center. 

Board Chairman Bob Hammock, who represents 
San Bernardino, said it would be an “extreme 
irony” if the expansion of Casa Ramona prompted 
ung shutdown. Some residents __ 
that possibility in’ 1980; n0 
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received assurances that it would not. 

On Hammock’s suggestion, the board continued 
its discussion to Sept. 13 to give him time to explore 
possible alternatives. Among those mentioned 
during the board discussion was tightening of 
procedures for the county to seek Medi-Cal 
reimbursements from the state that would reduce 
the county’s net cost. 


The board also put off for two weeks its decision 
on whether to eliminate the position of a nurse who 
helps patients leaving the county medical center 
plan for home health care. 


Mahoney said this service could be taken over by 
social workers and nurses at the medical center in 
concert with nursing groups and that the discharge 
planning nurse, Ann Gaughan, would be reassigned 
within the Public Health Department. 

Several speakers praised Gaughan, and 
supervisors themselves questioned whether the 
discharge leoman would be as effective if the

An ailing economy has 
always sent people back 
to school. Those who lose 
their jobs — or who may 
lose their jobs — re-edu- 
cate themselves with 
saleable skills. 

So West Valley districts 
offering adult education 
expected more students 
this fall. But they didn’t 
plan on the impressive 
numbers of adults ready 
to retrain themselves. 
Applications for enroll- 
ment at Chaffey College 
are up more than 30 per- 
cent, Dean of Admissions 
David Hafiz said. ‘This 
always happens; when 
unemployment is up, en- 
rollment is up,” he said. 
Hafiz expects as many 
as 12,000 to register be- 
fore classes start Sept. 14, 
plus another 1,200 stu- 
dents in late registration 
when school begins. 

The most popular 
courses are in data 
processing and account- 
oa “We can’t seem to 
offer enough,” Hafiz ob- 
served during registra- 
tion last week. 
Aeronautics, nursing and 
electronic technology 
courses were also filled 
early during registration. 
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New students are flock- 
ing to Chaffey Adult 
School as well. ‘We're 
having a very good re- 
sponse to our program at 
this time,’’ said Albert 
Schoenborn, principal. 
“But then we’ve always 
found that, when there is 
a bad economy, people do 
come back for retrain- 


“The typing and business 
machines courses are the 
first to fill, he said, and 
the course entitled Medi- 
cal Office Procedures and 
Insurance Technician 
Training is increasingly 
popular; ~— 
those with c office 
skills with skills for insur- 
ance billing in clinics and 
hospitals. 

Schoenborn noted he 
sees many housewives 
who find they need to 
brush up on their office 
skills, readying to return 
to the clerical work force. 
Those learning new ca- 
reers, such as the teach- 
er’s aide or nursing 
assistant students, are 
fewer — but their num- 
bers are increasing.

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Ex-Upland insurance 
firm president sought

Santa Monica authorities want to 
question the president of a defunct 
Upland ‘insurance administration firm 
about a $32,000 city check he signed to 
a fictitious doctor. 

The whereabouts of Larry K. Fitzpa- 
trick, whose age has been estimated 
between. 40 and 50, president of the 
reportedly dissolved Fitzpatrick Self- 
Insurance Administrators, 222 N. 
Mountain Ave., are not- known, Santa 


Monica police Detective Marshall Gor- 


man said. 

Fitzpatrick apparently disappeared 
sometime in August, shortly before 
Pomona and: five other southern Cali- 
fornia cities uncovered city checks had 
been drawn to fictitious people. The 
estimated cumulative losses from 
drafts to phony doctors ranging from 
$83,000 to as much as $300,000, city 
officials in Pomona and Ontario were 
told Tuesday. 

Fitzpatrick is presently wanted only 
for questioning in the reported embez- 
errs of public funds, detectives 
said. 

A car belonging to a friend and 
business associate also implicated in 
the reported fraud was discovered 
Tuesday by Santa. Monica police. It 
had been impounded by Los Angeles 


International Airport authorities since 
Aug. 17. 

Pomona officials, who have contract- 
ed with Fitzpatrick Self-Insurance Ad- 
ministrators since 1980 to administer 
its worker’s compensation program, 
discovered they had paid $5,400 to a 
fictional doctor, insurance manager 
Gene Light said today. 

Ontario, also a Fitzpatrick client for 
the previous three years, found no 
billing irregularities in spot checks 
made in the last two days, insurance 
manager Gene Hughart reported. 

A double check of records in both 
cities was made after the insurance 
firm informed its clients last week of 
possible fraud, Ontario and Pomona 
officials said. 

Seven clients suffered losses totaling 
up to $300,000, former Fitzpatrick em- 
ployee Jim Dunlop told city officials

meeting held Tuesday in Montebello. 

The firm’s clients included 22 cities 
mostly in Los Angeles County and 
eight industries, including the River- 
side aerospace firm Bourns. The self- 
insurance business had operated in 
Upland since 1980, business license 
records showed. 

Despite repeated attempts, company 
officials refused comment on Tuesday, 
and said only that a statement to the 
media would be made soon.

Passengers using scheduled 
flights at Ontario International 
Airport increased in July for the 
ninth consecutive month as 172,- 
429 customers passed through the 
terminal. 

This was an increase of 6.9 
percent from the 161,303 who 
used the airport in July 1981. 

“This brings the total number 
of scheduled passengers in 1982 to 
1 million,’ said Airport Manager 
Robert. E. Quincey, ‘‘an 18 per- 
cent ificrease over 1981.’ 
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“And since last summer we 
had the air traffic controllers 
strike to contend with, this sum- 
mer we're expecting even more 
passengers in August and Sep- 
tember.”’

College 
budget _ 
approved

Chaffey Community Col- 

lege trustees approved a 
$19.5 million budget for 
1982-83 Thursday night 
with the understanding 
that administrative staff 
will bring a revised budg- 
et and a cutback plan to 
the board by Nov. 1. 
Trustee Robert Edmon- 
son complained that the 
final budget is dependent 
on income that doesn’t 
really exist. He insisted 
that staff detail a plan to 
either raise income or 
lower expenses, or both, 
to account for a possible 
$900,000 loss in state fund- 
ing. The board concurred. 
Business Manager Don 
Sorsabal said that he ex- 
pects a loss in income of 
nearly $1 million because 
the state will probably 
cut its funding to the col- 
lege. 


He explained that, in 
June, the state advanced 
Chaffey $684,000 to which 
the college was not enti- 
tled. That coupled with 
the losses from courses 
the state no longer pays 
for — Average Daily At- 
tendance monies of $1,300 
per student for 167 ADA 
last year and again this 
year — means the state 
will probably cut its an- 
ticipated apportionment 
to the school by nearly $1 
million after Oct. 15. 
Edmonson said he also 
wants a 3 percent reserve 
account, about $500,000, to 
prepare for next year. 
The staff’s plan to adjust 
the budget will include 
that directive. 


Superintendent-Presi- 
dent Sam Ferguson said 
the college could, poten- 
tially, save about $650,000 
by leaving vacant posi- 
tions vacant, promoting 
staff to assume extra 
duties in vacant or part- 
time positions, eliminat- 
ing all capital outlay 
funds, eliminating funds 
for word processors, and 
assuming savings through 
buying discounted sup- 
plies through the ware- 
house instead of the 
campus bookstore. 

But he doesn’t like the 
idea of further cutbacks, 
he noted. 


“I’m really tired of cut- 
ting. I think it’s time 
Chaffey started to build 
on something,” he said. 
Ferguson repeated his 
goal to seek funding for 
the college from business 
and industry. He said he 
will present a proposal 
for e, development

Morning classes, from 8 a.m. to 


noon, will be conducted at Ar- 
royo, Lexington, Madison, North 
San Antonio, Washington and 
Westmont elementary schools. 

The afternoon classes, from 
noon to 4, will be conducted at 
North San Antonio and Washing- 
ton elementary schools. 

Mrs. Nelson is assisted by 
Eloisa H. Barela, social worker, 
Carol MacLean, secretary, and 11 
teachers. 


They are prepared this year to 
serve 15 more boys and girls than 
were served last year. The school 
board on Aug. 24 approved ac- 
cepting an additional $32,490 in 
Head Start funds to add the 
afternoon class at North San 
Antonio school. The class will 
give priority to 15 boys and girls 
from Claremont. 


The Claremont school board 
had eliminated one class and 
requested the Pomona school dis- 
trict to add one class to serve 
those children. 


Head Start, Mrs. Nelson ex- 
plained, provides a_preschool- 
type education for children from 
low-income families. ‘‘It’s a cat- 
chup and it includes social serv- 
ices, psychological services, 
strong parent involvement and 
dental and health screenings. 

“It’s worthwhile, both for the 


children and for their families. It 
helps them develop good self 
images and provides a good pre- 
school education for the children 
and strong social services for 
their families. 


‘‘We make referrals to other 
community agencies which pro- 
vide services that may be needed 
by individual families. 


“When a child leaves Head 
Start, our goal is to have him 
ready and eager for kindergar- 
ten.” 


Children 3 years and 9 months 
of age are accepted for this 
program when families meet in- 
come criteria. These children are 
just one year younger than the 
boys and girls accepted for kin- 
dergarten. They must be 4 by 
Dec. 2 while the kindergarten 
children must by 5 by Dec. 2. 


Pomona’s Head Start is one of 
18 administered through the Los 
Angeles County Schools Grantee 
Office, also called the delegate 
agency. 


Mrs. Nelson has been with the 
Pomona Head Start program 
since it began in 1965, first as a 
teacher’s assistant then a teach- 
er. She has served as coordinator 
since 1971. 





Pomona opens field 
to ambulance firms 


legal action has since 
been dropped. 


Any number of ambul- 
ance companies may 
seek permits to operate 
in the city of Pomona. 
The City Council made 
that stipulation as it re- 
vised the city’s ambul- 
ance codes after City 
Attorney Patrick Samp- 
son warned that existing 
regulations could expose 
the city to liability under 
federal anti-trust laws. 

In making. the revision, 
the council struck from 
the city code regulations 
related to the operation of 
ambulance companies 
which officials considered 
anti-competitive. 

But the action didn’t sat- 
isfy two critics who 
claimed the city still 
could be in violation of 
federal laws governing 
monopolies. 

Councilmen voted 5-0 to 
repeal sections of the city 
code which gave holders 
of permits to operate ve- 
hicles ‘‘first right of re- 
fusal’’ should another 
company seek a license 
to operate in the city. 

In a lawsuit filed against 
the city in 1978, Cole- 
Schaefer Amublance 
Service contended that 
provision gave the com- 
pany exclusive right to 
operate in the city. The 





Whatever reasons an 
earlier City Council had 
for approving the “right 
of first refusal’’provision 
would be outbalanced by 
recent Supreme Court 
rulings applying the anti- 
trust laws to municipal 
exercise of police power, 
Sampson said. 


In accordance’ with 
Sampson’s_ suggestion, 
the council also struck 
sections of the ordinance 
which provided for issu- 
ance of limited and tem- 
porary permits to provide 
non-emergency ambul- 
ance services in the city. 


The effect of those per- 
mits, Sampson declared, 
is ‘‘to exempt such (licen- 
sees) from providing 
emergency ambulance 
services and legalizes 
their right to provide only 
the more profitable non- 
emergency services.”

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Chino area agricult

The Board of Supervisors went on record last 
week in support of maintaining an agricultural 


preserve in the Chino area as the county’s prime ~ 


location for dairies. 

Supervisors accepted the dairy study begun in 
early 1981 by the county Planning Department, 
which was assisted-by a committee of dairymen and 
others. 

In adopting a resolution, the board said, ‘At this 
time, (the county should) maintain the Chino 
agriculture preserve essentially in it present config- 
uration as the principal dairy area in the county.”’ 

.. That language was softened from the original 
broad policy statement on maintaining the 18,000- 
acre agricultural preserve when the dairy study was 
reviewed by the Planning Commission on April 30. 

Ken Topping, the new county deputy administra- 
tor for community development, said at the time 
that the phrase would give the county more flexibili- 
ty in considering future withdrawals. from the 
preserve. 

On the motion of local Supervisor Robert Town- 
send, who represents the Chino area, the board 
instructed the county administrative office to pre- 
pare estimates on the cost of drainage improve- 
ments and mosquito control efforts in the area. 

He also directed the staff to develop a proposal to 
address the problem of smaller, older and less 
efficient dairies in the area. 

The board resolution notes that a redevelopment 
area could be used to help assemble smaller parcels 
with an eye toward helping those dairymen relocate 
within the preserve. The southern part of the 
preserve has 3,000 to 6,000 acres of crop land 
ee for conversion to dairy use, the study points 
out. 

Townsend called for a financing plan on new and 
ongoing public services in the area. 

That plan could include formation of a mosquito 
abatement district, use of U.S. Farmers Home 
Administration grants and other programs, creation 
of a redevelopment area and use the county’s share 
of assessments under Measure W on the November 
ballot for flood levies in the West Valley, as well as 
existing revenue sources, Townsend said. 

He also asked for the Planning Department to 
prepare a work program for a short- to long-term 
land use plan on maintaining and improving agricul- 
tural preserve, including phasing of any future 
development. 

County Administrative Officer Robert Rigney 
said his office needed a week to give the board a 
time schedule for the instructions from Townsend 
and Supervisor Robert Older. 

Older called for the county to adopt an ordinance 
putting a “T” standard on agricultural land in 
Newberry Springs to require a public hearing on 
siting or expanding dairies there. Residents of the 
area have opposed more dairies because of the 
area’s limited water supply. Older and the study 
backed their concerns. 

He also called for the county to study the 
Hinkley-Barstow, Lucerne Valley and Phelan-El 
Mirage-Harvard areas in the desert for their suita- 
bility as dairy locations. 

The state’s Williamson Act encourages retention 
of farm lands by reducing property taxes for 
farmers and ranchers willing to enter 10-year 
\ contracts not to develop the land for other purposes. 
A bill, AB 2074, created a one-time “window” for 
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withdrawal from agricultural preserves under cer- 
tain conditions in the first five months of 1982, 
although landowners also needed to submit a 
general plan amendment by last Dec. 31 to show 
that land was development ready. 

Walt Ladwig, deputy county planning director, 
said the county has just one application for a 
general plan amendment still being pursued in the 
Chino area under the terms of the SB 2074 window. 

That application covers some 325 acres at Archi- 
bald Avenue and Riverside Drive. Neil Kasbergen is 
the principal applicant, and Ladwig said most of the 
land has been used for vineyards, not dairies. One or 
two dairies are included as part of the application, 
he added. 

The general plan amendment seeks commercial 


development at the intersection and residential 
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ural preserve backed 


development on the remainder of the property. 

Townsend called the Kasbergen application a 
“legitimate proposal” whose general plan amend- 
ment will be considered by the county next spring. 

A private study by L.D. King Engineering Co. of 
Ontario earlier recommended that some 3,000 acres 
of the preserve between Riverside Drive and Schae- 
fer Avenue could break away from the preseve 
without severly damaging the future of dairies in the 
Chino area. 

Other property owners in this Riverside-Schaefer 
corridor had been expected to seek withdrawal 
under the window provisions, but Ladwig said they 
dropped their plans apparently because of require- 
ments that the land be development ready and the 
need for agreement among owners on that develop- 
ment.

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Fire district employees ask to see study

An employee group in the Foothill Fire Protec- 
tion District asked for a study which eventually 
recommended that two of its members be laid off, a 
district official said. 

Attempting to dispel feelings that employees had 
no idea that changes were in the offing, Chief 
Richard Feuerstein said the district’s clerical asso- 
ciation agreed to the study by Hamilton and 
Associates during negotiations in July. 

But board member John Lyons said the report 
was purposely kept secret and that at one point his 
copy of the document was taken away to keep 
recommendations from leaking to employee groups. 

- Five employees received layoff notices last week 
as a result of recommendations contained in the 
report. 

Feuerstein said employees got an idea that 
changes were coming last winter when he proposed 
that a battalion chief’s position be filled by a non- 
safety employee. 

“The whole thing was not a secret,” he said. 
“Part of their (the clerical association’s) recom- 
mendation (during negotiations) was that a study be 
initiated on their responsibilities. 

“They asked for the study.” 

Vera Arthur, one of the employees affected by 
the reorganization and president of the clerical 
——— denied that a report had been request- 

“When I came back from vacation (in late July)

contained in the document. 

Feuerstein stuck by his statement. 

“This was not a surprise,” he said. “‘I don’t see it 
as secrecy. The report was kept confidential but I 
see a big difference between secrecy and confiden- 
tial.”

Lyons said the report was taken away from him 
and he was told not to speak about its recommenda- 
tions to anyone. 

Board President Daniel Richards agreed there 
were concerns about the report’s confidentiality but 
said there were plenty of opportunities for the board 
to review the document. 

“We took a look at that page by page,” he said. 
“The chief had a copy of it and everybody excepting 
John as far as I know had been up there (at the 
district office) to review it.”’ ; 

Richards said the report’s confidentiality was 
needed until the board was sure it wanted to act on 
the matter. . 

He denied the board was ready to adopt the 
recommendations on Aug. 16. 

“The intent was to set up a special meeting,” he 
said. ‘‘We never had any intention of adopting it at 
that (the Aug. 16) meeting.”’ 

As for the propriety of keeping the document 
from the two employee associations, Feuerstein said 
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employee groups do not have a right to view such 
reports before action is taken. 

“Reorganization really doesn’t come under their 
association representation,” he said. “Only the 
impact of it does.” 

He said employees will have until later this 
month to discuss those impacts. 

“We haven’t thrown them out in the cold,’”’ he 
added. ‘‘No one knows what the final result will be.

Dorothy Sutton, an occupational therapist at Tri- 
Health Authority in Pomona, has 


© recently become a busy member of DES Action, a 


non-profit educational group. 

The local chapter covers the valley plus San 
Bernardino and Riverside counties. Group members 
will meet Saturday from 10 a.m. to noon at the 
Glendale Federal Savings and Loan Association 
building, across from Tyler Mall in Riverside. 

Diethylstilbestrol, known as DES, is a powerful 
synthetic hormone given to millions of pregnant 
women in the United States from 1941 to 1971. The 


< drug was administered until 1971 despite reports 
© from a University of Chicago study in 1953 that the 
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drug was ineffective in preventing miscarriages, 
Mrs. Sutton noted.” 

DES Action estimates there are 600,000 to 1.2 
million mothers, daughters and sons in California 
exposed to the drug. 

“T’m a DES mother,” 


said Mrs. Sutton. “I was 


given the drug during my second and third pregnan- 
cies. My second daughter died at the age of 15 from 
a rare vaginal cancer. 

“DES was originally thought to prevent miscar- 
riages and produce healthier babies in normal 
women. But it has since been linked to cancer, 
benign cell changes, lower fertility and increased 
miscarriages in daughters.” 

In sons, DES has been linked to genital cysts, 
abnormal sperm and possible increased risk of 
testicular cancer. 

Men and women victims also show structural 
abnormalities of the reproductive system. 

“DES Action has three major goals,” Mrs. Sutton 
explained. ‘‘These are the identification of persons 
not aware of the drug’s effect, education about the 
ramifications of the drug, and getting professionals 
interested in helping possible victims.” 

Mrs. Sutton said many physicians who adminis- 
tered the drug in the past remain defensive about 
discussing it. 

The local DES Action group, one of 18 now 
established in California,.has been instrumental in 
establishing the second DES clinic in the United 


States. 

Pat Farrar of Sunnymead, the group’s leader, 
said the Riverside clinic has been “a major 
achieent.”’ 

The Family Planning Clinic is adjacent to the 
Riverside General Hospital and is geared to the 
identification of DES victims. 


Mrs. Farrar, also a DES mother, said the clinic 
is available to families on a free or sliding-fee basis. 
Persons wishing to visit the clinic may call Carol 
Erickson at 351-7470. 


The local DES Action group charges no dues. 
Funds for mailing and newsletters come from 
subscriptions to a quarterly publication. 

“We also raise funds with car washes and bake 
sales. We are now trying to raise $400 to send a 
delegate to the national DES Action meeting in 
Boston,” said Mrs. Farrar.

From college to kindergarten, some 155,000 
students valleywide this month reluctantly are 
bidding goodbye to summer vacation and returning 
to school. 

The largest groups, those enrolled in 10 public 
school districts, are to report Monday. 

In Pomona’s public schools, some 20,885 students 
are to report Sept. 14. : 

Though dates vary, children enrolled in most 
private elementary schools returned today. And at 
some private schools, classes have already started. 

On the college campuses, many students began 
classes Sept. 2, while others — the 13,400 enrolled at 
Cal Poly Pomona — will not begin class work until 
Sept. 23. 

Claremont Graduate School, with an estimated 
1,685 students, began class work Sept. 2 as did five 
other of the Claremont colleges: Pomona with 1,300 
students, Scripps with 575, Claremont McKenna with 
800, Harvey Mudd with 475 and Pitzer with 775. 

The University of La Verne, with an estimated 
1,000 students, began classes today. 

Those 10 public school districts starting classes 
Monday are Chino with an estimated 14,910 students, 
Claremont with 5,500; Bonita, 8,570; Walnut Valley 
Unified, 8,200; Chaffey Joint Union High School 
District, 12,622; Central, 2,600; Ontario-Montclair, 
16,000; Cucamonga, 1,200; Alta Loma, 4,700; and 
Upland, 5,960. All enrollment figures are estimates. 

Chino’s year-round students started school July 
26 and Claremont’s July 1. 

Of the eight private high high schools in the 
valley, three began classes in August. They are 
Damien High School in La Verne, with 900 students 
boys; St. Lucy’s Priory High School in Glendora, 
with 548 girls; and La Verne Lutheran with 250 boys 
and girls.

= serve as a houseplant and will also grow outside in 
the mild California climates. It needs rich soil, 
average water, and will grow in the shade in this 
climate. With the protection of an overhang, it 
should do well. If the hot sun hits it, you may have 
some problems. As an outdoor plant the schefflera 
may grow to heights of 10 to 20 feet or more, 
depending upon the variety you have. 

Q: I am thinking of planting some redwood trees. 
Will they grow in this area? Do you have any 
suggestions? 

A: The coast redwood will grow in this zone. It is 
a fast-growing tree and will grow about 3 to 5 feet 
per year. It should be planted in full sun and can 
tolerate up to half shade. It needs an abundant 
supply of water and occasional feeding. 

In this area it is very important that it get 
enough water during the summer months or it will 
grow slowly and suffer in appearance. It is normal 
for the older leaves to drop in late summer and 
early fall. A check with your local nursery should 
provide you with information as to what varieties 
are available locally. 

Q: This year for the first time I have grown 
potatoes. The new potatoes turned out fine and I 
would like some information as to how to store the 
potatoes when it comes time to remove them from 
the ground. 

A: I am glad to hear that you have had good luck 
so far. Potatoes can be a very satisfying crop even 
though they are not the most widely ground 
vegetable around. For those of you who have not yet 
tried, you can grow potatoes in any area where you 
have a sandy, fast-draining type of soil, and full sun. 

Two pounds of certified seed potatoes can give 
you about 50 pounds of potatoes for eating. To plant, 
cut the potatoes into pieces about 1.5 inches square 
with two eyes per square.

Resident 
of Chino 
honored 


A Chino resident has 
been honored for extraor- 
dinary courage in saving 
the lives of two small 
children in an automobile 
fire. 

Thomas A. Deeming Jr., 
29, is the recipient of a 
Medal of Valor, the high- 
est military award for 
heroism given by the Cal- 
ifornia National Guard. 

Deeming is a specialist 
fourth class with Compa- 
ny C, 4th Battalion, 160th 
Infantry, stationed in Riv- 
erside.. He trains there 
three days a month. He is 
a truck driver. 

His actions on the morn- 
ing of July 24, 1981, were 
recognized at the Armed 
Forces Reserve Center in 
Los Alamitos when B.T. 
Collins, Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr.’s executive 
secretary and chief of 
staff, made the medal 
presentation. 

During the same cere- 
mony, Maj. Gen. Frank 
J. Schober Jr., command- 
ing general of the Califor- 
nia National Guard, re- 
enlisted Deeming. 

On that July morning a 
year ago, Deeming was 
driving on San Timoteo 
Road between Redlands 
and Beaumont when his 
truck was struck head-on 
by another vehicle, rup- 
turing his gas tank and 
blowing him out of the 
cab. 

Seeing the other vehicle 
burst into flames, Deem- 
ing ran to the car and 
rescued two small chil- 
dren from its back seat 
and led them to safety. 

He returned to the burn- 
ing car but intense heat 
and flames prevented 
him from saving its driv- 
er. 

Deeming served in the 
Army in Germany before 
enlisting in the California 
National Guard in May 
1980 as an infantryman. 
He and his wife, Sandy, 
have two children, Re- 
gina, 12, and Mitchell, 9.
